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IN FROM THE DILLS. 


Eeturn of a Portion of tho Yaiikton Prospect- 


ing andEiploring Party—Tbo BUck Hills 
Found to be All That They Havo Been liop- 
resented—A Delightful Country Abonudiiig 
ill Rank Timber, Sparkling Streams and 
Eeantifnl Valleys ami the Richest Gold 
Mine* in the West—Preference Expressed 
tor the fort Pierre Kout«.

As anticipated from news received 


here several days ago, n portion of 
what is known as the Yankton Black 
Hills party have returned to their 
homes in this city, after a trip the 
latter part of which was made any- 
thing but pleasant by the heavy snow 
storm that visited this section two 
weeks ago. 
Messrs. H. C. Ash, W. 


J. James, \Vm. Leeper, and Fred 
Edgar arrived by stage on Thursday 
night, Chas. H. Bates on JLridny eve- 
ning, and A. M. English, Geo. 
Henckle, and M. A. Baker, 


The Yankton party originally con- 


sisted of H. C. Ash, Earry Ash, M. 
A. Baker, "Win. Loeper, Geo. Honckle, 
A. M. English, W. P. Lyman, A. F. 
Wood, Geo. W. Smith, Kslson Smith, 
"Win. Brisbine, and Frank Coulson, 
and they left Yankton on the 9th of 
February for the Black Hills. On 
the 10th C. A. Marshal and L. S. 
Field left here to join the party, and 
three days later Chas. H. Bates and 
W. J. James and Fred Edgar fol- 
lowed, overtaking the party at Fort 
Thompson. 
This expedition, em- 


officials and some of the oldest and 
most respected citizens of Yanktoii, 
was started out principally for the 
purpose of inspecting the routes 
leading from the Missouri river to 
the Hills, and with tho further ob-1 
ject of being personally convinced of 
the actual status of the Black Hills 
country with regard to its mining, 
agricultural and timber resources 
The description of the trip we will 
leave to the very interesting dairy of 
Charles Bates, which is herewith 
appended. 


The returned explorers are every 


one of them most enthusiastic over 
the pleasing sights which their eyes 
beheld while traveling through the 
Black Hills region. Charley Bates 
says he never expected to see such a 
country until after he should ahuffle 
off this mortal coil and realize the 
poetic promises of his old time Sun- 
day School books, while Mr. James 
entertains the opinion that it is a 
portion of paradise strayed ofl' on Ihe 
prairie and lost in a blizzard. He 
.says that he holds himself in check 
while speaking about it lest the peo- 
ple with whom ho talks may think 
.him imposing upon their credulity. 
The boys say that one day while iu 
ihe Hills English ascended a high 
butte and folding his arms across his 
breast while his vision ranged over 
the vast expanse spread out before 
him declared that ho would rather die 
in the Black Hills than live in nny 
oilier country. Ash, Leeper, Henckle 
and Edgar are equally enthusiastic 
with the others and wo know their 
faith is well founded. To behold 
miles and miles of large, straight 
and heavy pine timber, streams of 
pure crystal water gurgling and purl- 
ing along in their rocky hillside 
courses, and beautiful valleys where 
the grass remains green in mid Win- 
ter, are pleasant sights to which our 
friends were not accustomed. 
Re- 


membering the season of year there 
was something in the scene that 
promised so much when the warm 
breath of Spring should quicken tho 
foliage into life and lends the visitor 
in fancy to dress the hills and valleys 
in their coming robes of green and 
he.ir the sighing of tho leaves yet 
imprisoned in their Winter cell. 


The first mining camp strnck by 


the Yankton party after entering the 
Hills was at Kapid City, a nu\v town 
aspiring to be the metropolis. 
The 


miners there had found some splen- 
did prospects but had done .very 
little mining on account of the cold 
weather. The boys did some pros- 
•.peeling 
along -Rapid Creek with 


iinore or less success. At one place 


eitement on account of reports of 
rich discoveries north on Deadwood 
and Whitewood creeks, but a heavy 
fall of snow in that section hail 
stopped the prospecting and possi- 
bly prevented a stampede. Judge 
Leeper, who followed mining for 
fifteen years in California and Mon- 
tana, says that he is now fully satis- 
fied that all of the Black Hills country 
is gold-bearing, but remarks that 
thoso who go there to dig for it must 
expect to 'work hard o.r they may fare 
no better than by following .other 
pursuits. 
He says, though, that 


that country is pa'uning out bettor, 
under all tho circumstances, than 
any other now mining country with- 
in his experience. The great rush to 
Pike's Peak in 1859 ended by every- 
body's leaving there disgusted after 
vainly endeavoring for a few months 
to find paying mines, and yet after 
being deserted for a few years other 
miners went into the same district 
where the first ones failed of success 
and at this time hundreds of fortunes 
are made from mining, within sight 
of the P^ak. ."When the frost leaves 
the ground in the Spring and the 
streams receive their lisual supply of 
water, mining will extensively pros- 
ecuted along Spring, French, Rapid 
and other creeks and to tho north in 
the vicinity of the Big Horn. 


The Yankton partv entered the 


Hills on the 27th of "February and 
took their departure from Ouster 
City on the 7th of March. Among 
the Yunkton boys met in the Hills 


.shiiigton and Thos. Reed. 
Branch, Will and George 


Hughes, Dan and Oliver Shannon, 
Samuel Duoe, Jack Mershon, George 
Trimmer, Wm. Cauty, Thompson, 
Ciipt. Garland and Hank Royster, 
Budd Toild was prospecting on Kapid 
creek but the party did not see him. 
Of the Yankton party Major Lyman, 
Al. Wood, George Smith, Nelson 
Smith, Frank Coulson and Harry 
Ash remained in the Hiils. It is good 
enough for them and they guessed 
they would stay there.. 


The Yankton expedition was com- 


posed of some of otir best known and 
most reliable citizens, who have hud 
much experience in overland travel. 
As before stated, one of the chief 
purposes of going to the Hills at this 
time was to examine the most popu 
lar routes from tho river to the mines. 
With tliis purpose in view they went 
out by the Fort Pierre route and re- 
turned on the Fort Randall and Nio- 
brara routes. A strong preference is 
given to the former, and the whole 
party is a unit in declaring the road 
from Pierre to Rapid City an excel- 
lent one in all respects, better, they 
say, thriu ihe road from Yankton to 
Bon Homme, and with only one hill 
ic nny way difficult of ascending or 
descending. According to the odom 
oter the party traveled 94 miles in 
reaching Rapid City from Pierre, bul 
will be greatly reduced by cut-offs 
before a permanent roa^ is made. 
The Union Pacific and Cheyenne 
route is condemned in the strongest 
terms by the miners who came in 
that way. 


The best evidence in the world thai 


the Yankton expedition are in ear- 
nest in their flowery and enthusiastic 
description of the Black Hills coun- 
try is that every one of them intend 
returning to the Hills within two 01 
three weeks for the purpose of loca- 
ting permanently and making their 
future homes there.

18i2 have been nullified by a recent 
act of Parliament;" it also claims that 
they are not bound to surrender him 
witliont first receiving an assurance 
from tltelluited States that he shall 
only be tried for the offences for 
which he is extradited. 


Tins eonld only be done by a guar- 


antee of our Government, since no 
new lav of Congress could interfere 
with the la»s of Massachusetts by 
which Window conld be tried; and 
the gvurentee required -would also 
be out of place, in view either of the 
theory or practice of our governmen- 
tal system. 
The attitude taken by 


the English Government with refer 
ence to tins cane seems, to us, to be 
utterly indefensible. The clauses oi 
that treaty can bo terminated, but 
only in a specified way, and so long 
as they stand, neither party would be 
justified in declining to carry them 
out. The solemn obligations, volun- 
tarily entered into, will (in the end) 
leave them no alternative but to 
comply »itli the provisions of thai 
treaty.

Acquitted hy* a Silver City Jury—Argument of 


the Defeuse. 


The trial of C. V. Eoisot.'the Silver 


City broker who failed last October, 
and after residing in Sau Francisco 
for live months was arrested last 
March by Ben Lackey, was concluded 
yesterday, the jury bringing in a 
verdict of not guilty. It will be re- 
membored that the first indictment of 
the Lyon county Grand Jury ng'ainat 
Boisot, was ignored by the District 
Court on account of a Haw in its con- 
struction. A second indictment was 
found against him, .and his trial com- 
menced on the 2d of this month.

Boisot 
invested heavily on his own account, 
and to protect themselves the San 
Francisco brokers, seized nil his 
customers' stock in their possession.
